WHEN EARLY FROST HITS TOMATOES 


Columbus, O., Aug. 23.—The Ohio 


Defense Council today issued the fol- 
lowing bulletin for guidance to citi- 
zens desirous of doing their "bit" to 
iielp the United States in the war 
against Germany: 


"Attention, War Gardners! Make 


that old barrel in the backyard a 
'food arsenal' in the war against the 
Huns. Its only the slacker wMo will 
let food go to w,aste., 


"Dig a pit deep'' enough so that 


the top of the barrel will be 
level 


with the top of the ground. 
Pile in 


the vegetables in layers, using only 
sound and perfect specimens. Cover 


the top with a layer of straw, then 
with soil or with alternate layers of 
soil and straw or manure. This cov- 
ering should be 
compact 
and 12 


inches or more thick.
